Cn the question of tuition payments of students 
attending schools or academies other than those approved by the State 
Board of Education, the answor is equally clear in view of the lanzuage 
in P.L.C. 138, 6. 26, ac onended, liniting tuition payzents to attend- 
ence at ‘en approved public high echool or public school of correrpond- 
ing grade in another district or en approved public ecadeny". Section 
21 of the same chapter enables school districts to enter into contracts 
with "an academy, high school or other literary institution located in 
this or, when distance or transportation facilities meke it necessary, 
4n another state, and raise ond appropriate money to carry the contract 
into effect", tut section 22 defines the terms “high school, acadeny or 
literary institution"to be such as are “approved" by the atate board, 
and tuition payments by school districts are confined by «. 26, as 
emended, to schools so "approved".
